Wheat sold in Chicago last 
week for less than one dollar. 
Victory bonds sold at par. The 
two facts reveal strikingly the 
effect of the deflation in the 
price of commodities that has 
taken place since the war and 
the increase in the value cf the 
dollar that has oecnrred in tha 
laat f ew montha. 

ft iathafiratuma that wheat 
baa iold foranfar % doibu^ for 
ifaipaiMb Itia tba tot time 
Vifaiif .fjMn boBde bifa atM at 
par jifafa tiisy were issued. 
Wheat has fallen from the high 
point of over three dollars; Vic- 
tory Loan bonds have increased 
iu price nearly fifteen per cent. 

Even a superficial analysis of 
these facts indicates the relative- 
greater value of the dollar as 
measured by the prices of com- 
modities, and forecasts an era 
of cheaper money as maasored 
by the intiapast rate, and (Mi an- 
hanoemsQl oi( the vafaa aC the 
dollar aa jyiiiniiid' by ita par 
cbaafaig pimr. 

The price of whaat alao f ora> 
ctata wifa,9fB^Mf tha lalattTa 
fil|lia,fl|.^^^ptiliHr. as 
measiured by the purchasing pow 
er of a bushel of wheat. Agri- 
cultural products have already 
shown the effect of the process 
of deflation. The prices oi 
grains, live stock, wool and 
leahter would indicate that the 
process of deflation had run its 
fall epoiae ia these proddets, 
bat tha . maiaiftii'liiiii proiiiicts 
fronthaaeiaw aiataHaip Save 
nakaayatabawaa tilhtiai 'fall 
in prieaa. 

Tha priea of wa^l bfa faappai 
oiaa ilty par maL. bk faa 
price of the manufactured prod- 
uct in clothes and undar|f^ 
and hosiery has not fallen pro- 
portionately. The price of live- 
stock on the hoof in Kansas City 
and Chicago has fallen material- 
ly, but the price of the product 
in the butcher stalls has not de- 
eraased proportionately. Leath- 
ar baa dropped from a half fal- 
farapMr^^ lfat mik hkw 
per cant, of that price, bat tha 
prica of afaM^U'afa jat leaet- 
ed to the prioa of laathar. \ 

There ara, needless to say, 
compelling reasons for this dis- 
crepancy. One of those reasons 
id that the labor costs have not 
fallen in proportion to the 
costs of the raw materials; an- 
other is that freight rates are 
atilt high; a third that manufac- 
torera, who l esa l d fi asid retailers 
have felt tha neeieerity of naiik 
ingthe readjoaCment in pHees 
plow inataad of rapid. 

But the price of wheat and the 
price of Victofy bonda foraeaatK 
the result of the eeononsieal an^ 
financial laws that are at work 
and will in time bring the inevi- 
table result of a readjustment in 
price of all commodities, that 
will result in enhancing the pur- 
chasing power of the dollar as 
measured by other commodities. 

But there is one fact that busi-
